DFAD TO RAPTURE AND DESPAIR; THINGS THAT GRIEVE NOT AND NEVER HOPE. 
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MEETS MAKER 
DURING PRAYER 


Elmer Hill Pays Penalty For Hein¬ 
ous Crime.—Mob of Twenty- 
Six Hangs Hopeless De¬ 
generate. 


Danville, Ky., Dec. 17.—Amid pa¬ 
thetic scenes Elmer Hill, child murder¬ 
er, paid the death penalty last night 
for his crimes. As the hangman was 
looping the rope around his neck he 
broke down and confessed bis guilt, de-, 
daring that death was bis just deserts, 
and requested that the mob which Ijad 
him in charge sing one of the old fa¬ 
miliar songs that he had heard at the 
little meeting-house at Russell Springs 
and then offer a prayer for his soul. 

The mob leader stopped proceedings 
and the determined men, at the request 
of the prisoner, sang "Jesus, Lover of 
My Soul," while one of the members of-, 
fered fervent prayer tor Hill. He then 
told them that he was ready to die, and 
his dangling form was pulled high into 
the air. the rope securely fastened ana 
the mob quietly dispersed. Parties re¬

The Christian Turks, who Include 
the Bulgarians. Servians, Monte¬ 
negrins and other smaller tribes, ob¬ 
serve Christmas with impressive re¬ 
ligious ceremonies. 

Three days before Christmas the 
"Bladego" appoints a delegation of 100 
men form each congregation, who go 
to the river and hew out immense 
cakes of lc?. after which they con 
struct a huge ryramid near by A 
great cross measuring about 40 by 60 
feet and cut ffom the bed of Ice is 
qet up against the pyramid, and the 
place of worship for Christmas day 
Is completed Early on Christmas 
morning all the ptople mnicb to the 
pyramid, where the initial exercises 
are conducted by the "Bladego.” A 
small cruciflx used by biro in the exer¬ 
cises Is the prize of the younger men 
of the tribe, who dive into the ice-cold 
water after It aS the “Bladego" throws 
It in. Many are drowned annually In 
this practice, but they all consider 
themselves fortunate to die while on 
.such a mission. 

From the pyramid the procession 
marches to the home of the pr.es*. 
where bread is blessed and broken by 
the “Bladego” and all present partake 

of the food 


H HRISTMAS Is the most sa¬ 
bred and most celebrated 
holiday in Russia. Contrary 
to the custom in nearly all 
other countries, Christmas 
there always comes on Sunday, and a 
continuous celebration is held until 
midnight on January 2. 

The Russian believes in devout re¬ 
ligious services in honor of the birth 
of Christ, and each day daring the 
season each family. Including all Its 
members, attends church at least 
once. On Christmas morning the most 
important services take place. Each 
congregation marches solemnly to the 
nearest river, which is always frozen 
over, the ice being sometimes as much 
as three feet thick. 

After a large hole has been chopped 
in the Ice the prfept dips his cross In 
the water and prayers are pronounced, 
after which the priest holds baptismal 
exercLes. Having been blessed by the 
priest the water Is consider**! to be 
holy and as fast as the people can 
file by the hole in the ice bottles or all 
sizes and descriptions are filled with 
the water. 

ThJs water is prized the most high 
ly of anything In the borne, and bottles 
of it are sometimes found a century 
or more old. Some fanatics secure 
large quantities of tt and bathe in It 
at regular Intervals during the year 
There Is one custom which ihany 
Americans would cherish in their own 
Christmas celebration, and -especially 
the young people. It is that uf kissing, 
for on Christmas day every one steal? 
a kiss from whomsoev* r be meets. In 
some cases, and among the older peo¬ 
ple. the hearty handshake is mucq 
'laed.' but the younget element cling* 
closely to the old style. 

Santa Claus is unknown to Russian 
children, but the "Babushka ' an qW 
■vomkti witch, carrying a long stick 
and attired In the usual wlvli cov 
tunie, visits the homes tn every vi 
lag? and city gad distributes greetln?' 
and then eorads at night and leaves 
the gifts for bofb old and young.

Happy Memory of a Season When 
Did Not Write One Glad 
Holiday 8tory. 


She Recalls One Memorable Christ¬ 
mas Performance in the City 
of New Orleans. 


D HENEVER possible, I pre¬ 
fer spending Christmas 
with my family out on 
' Long Island, and unless my 
engagements take me too 
far away I always make it a point to 
fee with them on that day. 

There are times, however, In this 
profession when the wish must take 
second place to necessity, and from 
the viewpoint of actual novelty I sup¬ 
pose my most interesting Christmas 
was the one I spent in the southland. 
Our routing took us into New Orleans 
at Christmas, and to me, who had al¬ 
ways up to that time spent the day in 
the colder north, the novelty of seeing 
trees lo leaf and flowers blooming was 
as pleasing as it was unusual. 

On Christmas afternoon, when oth¬ 
ers were home enjoying the big dinner 
with the family, I was getting ready 
for a special holiday matinee. I was 
not pleased with myself or with a pro¬ 
fession that demanded of Its members 
that they labor on Christmas day— 
above all others—and it was not with 
a particularly light heart that I 
dressed for my part. 

But when the curtain went up on 
the first act and 1 made my entrance 
the welcome I received compensated 
for the disappointment I felt 

It was a special matinee arranged 
for the poor children of the poorest 
quarter of New Orleans, and the en¬ 
joyment of those childish auditors 
soon melted the disappoinment oat of 
my heart, 

After the matinee I had arranged 
with my manager that 1 would receive 
the little folks on the stage, and the 
wiBe man in his knowledge of childish 
hearts sent out a hurry order for 
candy and other things that make 
Christmas a day of cheer to kiddles. 
At the conclusion of the l&Bt act the 
stage was cleared and I held the most 
unusual reception that I ever experi¬ 
enced. 

Clean as pins, but with their ltttle 
bodies clothed in many cases in far- 
ments ragged and frayed, they came 
op on the stage, were introduced and 
sent away after a handshake, each 
with a box of candy. 

I have spent many other delightful 
and out-of-the-ordinary Christmases on 
the road, but none that afforded me 
more real satisfaction than the one 
In New Orleans. 


H H, my happiest Christmas! 

I did not then realize it, but 
! 1 recall It now with a ra¬ 
diant glow of delight. It 
was my first season upon 
the stage. I was only a novice, one 
day soaring upon the buoyant wings 
of boundless ambition; the next 
plunged in an abysmal depth or doubt, 
despair and self-depreciation. It was 
a very tiny part that had fallen to me. 
The compensation was but rufficient 
for the barest necessities. The route 
bristled with all the horrors of the 
one-night stands. 

At midnight, huddled, miserably 
worn, dejected, and wretched, in the 
waiting room of a country station, 
listening in vain for the whistle of a 
belated train, 1 confess to a sudden 
flood of tears! What a mockery this 
Christmas daf had been. Even the 
chimes had sounded like the tolling 
of a funeral khell. The cheerless dis¬ 
comforts of a cheap hotel, the unsa¬ 
vory, slatternly served travesty upon 
a Christmas dinner, the cold chill of 
a shabby, musty dressing room, the 
added toil of an extra matinee for a 
mere handful of people, and now the 
hungry wait for an accommodation 
train of dingy day coaches. 

That was all Christmas had meant 
to me. Iowa was blizzard swept. 
Malls were delayed and tangled wires 
hung useless in gathering snowdrifts 
No message of cheer, no souvenir of 
remembrance, had come to any of us. 
Our hollow, half-hearted exchange of 
Christmas greeting bad carried no 
conviction. We were only strolling 
vagabonds, outside the pale of sym¬ 
pathy, debarred from the domestic 
Joys of living, mere dispirited rain¬ 
bow chasers, with success ever mock¬ 
ingly elusive. 

But as I recall it all now, I am sub¬ 
merged by a great wave of passion¬ 
ate, longing regret, for I know that 
such a Yuletide will never come to 
me again while 1 am upon the stage 
U was my happiest Christmas, be¬ 
cause the first and only one, aince I 
began to tread the thorny and tor¬ 
tuous path of my profession, that I 
have not been called upon to write a 
Christmas story.

How to Repot Them as Well as Rubber 
Plants. 

This Is the time to repot ferns and 
rubber plants. 

About two inches Increase in the 
diameter of the pot is required. 

A compost can be secured from the 
florist or made at home. 

A good garden soil mixed with barn¬ 
yard or commercial fertilizer is all that 
is needed. 

Too little of the fertilizer Is better 
than too much.

Broken bits of crockery must be 
placed over the hole in the bottom of 
the pot. 

Three inches of dirt is then placed 
over this and leveled ready for the 
plant. • 

In removing the plant from the old 
pot care should be taken that the 
leaves are not injured. 

To avoid this strike the sides of the 
pot lightly, but firmly. wltj» a trowel. 

Then (ijace the pot on the side and. 
holding the plant with the left band, 
strike the edge with the trowel. 

A slmfp blow on the edge should 
cause the soil and root to come out to¬ 
gether. 

The mold is placed at once In the 
new pot and given a thorough wetting. 

The new compost is then put in 
around If until the pot Is filled. 

It must be remembered that the 
plant should always be placed an Inch 
deeper In the soil. 

The dky after repotting the plnnt 
should bd kept awny from the sun.

How to Wash Whit* Sweaters. 

A girl’rf sweater la her most impor¬ 
tant at well as her most useful gar 
ment. If her shirt waists are badly 
made or shoes shabby, that is a minor 
consideration, but her sweater must 
be immaculate and up to date. 

Every girl likes to wear nothing but 
white during the outing season, and 
great Is her disgust when her mother 
Insists uj»ou her having a gray sweat¬ 
er for economy’s sake In the firm be¬ 
lief that the darker shade keeps clean 
longer and that all woolen goods are 
lni|>ossil>le to wash. 

If proper care Is taken sweaters can 
lie washed all tbe time without hurting 
their shade and eolor. Fill a large 
bowl or basin with warm water and 
good soapsuds and add a teaspoonful of 
powdered Wax to keep the wool from 
becoming hard and stiff. 

If tbe sweater Is white pat a little 
bluing In tbe water every time It Is 
rinsed. This will prevent it from turn¬ 
ing a deep Ivory, as all white wool 
materials are apt to do. 

After washing wring out, then pin 
to a large bed pillow. Be sure not to 
stretch the sweater,, or It will lose its 
shape.
